I would recommend that a legislative 
Committee be appointed to look after any 
legislation before the General Assembly 
that may affect the interests of the Home 
and ihe deaf of the State. 

Such fakirs aa beggars, playing "deaf 
and dumb" to solicit money from the 
public, have now and then cropped out 
here and there. Such a degarding prac- 
tice has a strong tendency to cast odium 
ou the deaf as a class and ought to be 
stamped out. The Cleveland Association 
of the Deaf is to be commended for having 
put s stop to such a practice with the co- 
operation of the city officers. Such action 
is worthy of emulation by those who have 
regard for the good name of the deaf, and 
I deem it proper that our Legislature 
should be asked to make it a penal offense 
for any person convicted of playing the 
deaf and dumb dodge in order to secure 
money or aid. 

In conclusion, allow me lo express the 
hope and wish that the deliberations of 
this meeting may be productive of great 
good and that we may have a very plea- 
sant and happy reunion.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The session opened by the read 
ing of a letter by the Secretary, 
from Mrs. E. Meroe Wood, sister of 
Mrs. (leorge W. Chase, announcing 
the death ol the latter last April, 
and expiessing regret that shn 
could not lie here 

The Report of the Hoard of Man- 
agers of the Home for Aged and lu- 
ll nn Deaf was then read by the 
Secretary of Ihe Hoard, Mr. Greener, 
as whs also the main portions of 
the Superintendent of the Home. 
Both reports were approved. Mr. 
Charles, Treasurer of the Hoard, 
presented the financial condition of 
the Homo. The balance of all 
funds last year was (7,150.01 aud 
the receipts for the year were 
I5.S07.96 total (18,S»8.67. The 
total expenditures for thf* past year 
were $8,059,98 leavlBR n balance in 

the treasury, August 31st, 1910, of 
$9,f.l». r ..S8 with no debts to pay 
Oeptlng the monlh's curron! ex- 
penses which U« not 4m till the 



lOlh inst. Last year at this time 
the current expense fund had only 
a balance of $307 01 ; at this date it 
has to its credit $1,124.93. The 
average current expenses per month 
without Improvements were $226 57 
including all expenses *2f>4 39. The 
per capita thiily inmates $94.63, 
with improvements $101.76. Il 
should be understood however that 
the Hoard is nt no expense in the 
furnishing of rooms, the various 
Sociiies assuming them. 

Mr. Charles, in accordance wi,th 
the suggestions of the Hoard of 
Managers of the Home, offered 
several amendments to the bylaws 
of the association namely — choosing 
members of the Boaul for a term of 
years, and adding a financial Secre- 
tary to the list, or officers of the 
Home. 

The president's suggestion in his 
address for a Legislative Committee 
to look after the interests of the 
deaf of the State came up Mr. 
Zorn, Vice President Piutt in the 
chaii, spoke on the matter in its 
favor and was followed by Messrs. 
Gieenei, Collins Sawhill and 
Charles. Passed. 

The printing in book form of Ihe 
proceedings of the four last re- 
unions was agreed upon, and the 
mailer was given in charge of Mr 
Charles, Miss Lamson and Mr. Mc- 
G re go 1. 

The president appointed as the 
Legislative Committee! 

Superintendent Jones, Dr. Pat- 
terson ami Mr. Greener. 

The Federation plan of the N. A 
I), came up, but was defeired for 
the time being. 

Friday evening, after having 
called the assemblage loonier, Pre- 
sident Zorn introduced Mrs. Laura 
McDill Hates (Gallatidel '90) Presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Association 
of the Deaf, who delivered a fine 
address in signs, Mrs. A. H. Schory 
reading it for the hearing ones 
present-.

By 
the way, Mrs. Bates has the honor of 
being the first lady called upon to 
give the principal address before 
the triennial meetings of the As- 
sociation.

According to the program my talk is 
named an " oration" ; it is far from being 
worthy Ihe name "Oration," for it Is mere- 
ly an informal talk. 

The subject "The l>1viding Line" came to 
me because all my life I have steadily held 
In mind the idea that there is no dividing 
line bet wecu the deaf and the hearing, nor 
between deaf and deaf. All my life f have 
tried to blot out dividing lines, to keep 
open-hearted and open-minded. 

Many times the question has been asked 
me, "Are the deaf happy people r" 
mi answer has been always the same,— 
"The TOTALLY deaf are the happiest peo- 
ple In the world. Hut the deaf who are on 
the dividing Una, who hear a little and are 
deaf a little are most unhappy aud most to 
lie pitied." 

1 know. 

And I ought to know, for I went through 
the public schools and high school with 
hearing children tu a big city, set off from 
my hearing playmates by the dividing line 
ib deafness. When I grew up, 
1 sua moody, with the bitter looeft- 
ness that a deaf child feels when trying to 
mingle with careless, thoughtless hearing 
children, 1 went through t! for the 

deaf at Washington, happy in a uew-fouiul 
world, trying hard to master ligl 
spelling. Then I taught the deaf for ten 
years iu Iowa. But all thlstimc in growing 
up, 1 had been gradually regaining my 
bearing, until that increased hearing once 
more placed me on the dividing line, setting 
me off this lime from the deaf themsel.es, 
yet still was I not among the hearing. 

Can yo\i imagine a more curious or diffi- 
cult position f 

But from mv own experience I want to 
heats* (Ids one fact. There is no divld- 
llne for a deaf person, if the deaf them- 
selves refuse to iscognize I 

When I see a deaf person boast, "I do nol 
mingle with th* deaf. My friends are all 
hearing people," my heart acli. 

When 1 sea another deaf say, " There are 
no deaf near me ; i am so lonely ; I feel shy 
with hearing people Hearing people are 
bored If they have to lie with a deaf per- 
son," again my heart achei.

From this operation she never re- 
covered. There was weakness 
Iher. and of the lungs. Her aunt, 
a trained nurse, devoted months of 
her time lo the girl, and, having a 
ureal love foi her, fought olT death 
as long as possible. During July 
and August, she slow ly faded away.

her classmates came in lo see 
Mrs. Ida White (Mark and 
Miss Nina Cashman. On Sunday, 
August 81st, she sank into a coma 
tOBS condition, from which she 
never again came out, passing 
away Tuesday, August 88d. 

She was a member of the Ply- 
mouth Congregational Church, hav- 
ing become interested in the holy 
things of faith during her school 
days, one of the teachers, a lady, 
being of much help to her in this 

respect.
